HOW TO GET TO EXERCISES 
AT STONE MOUNTAIN TODAY 
Ample facilities have been made 
for taking the crowds to the Stone 
Mountain dedicatory exercises to- 
day. 
At 1:30, o'clock the Georgia rail- 
road’s special train of ten coaches, 
or as many more as may be neces- 
sary, will leave the Union station. 
The Georgia special will arrive at 
the city of Stone Mountain at 2 
o’clock. This train will not go to 
the foot of the mountain, as was at 
first planned, but will stop at the 
station in the city of Stone Moun- 
tain. Ample arrangements have 
been made for automobiles, trucks, 
“jitneys” and other vehicles to be 
at the station to take passengers 
to the scene of the exercises. 
Beginning at 3 minutes to 11 
o'clock thi s morning the Georgia 
Railway and Power company will 
operate special electric cars to the 
city of Stone Mountain. These cars 
will leave Atlanta from Pryor and 
Alabama streets. The special cars 


run every half hour, leaving 
Daeute at three minutes before the 
hour and twenty-seven minutes aft- 
er the hour. These cars will stop 
in the city of Stone Mountain, from 
where automobiles will.take the vis- 
itors to the mountain itself. 


At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon at 
Sione Mountain the greatest and most 
unique monument ever undertaken in 
the history of the world will be dedi- 
cated to the memory of the heroes in 
gray who fought for the confederacy 
in the war between the states. — 
iit is expected that 20,000 people will 
go to Stone. Mountain to attend the 
dedicatory exercises, which will for- 
mally launch the plan to carve into 
the great granite face off Stone Moun- 
tain a group of heroic figures which 
will constitute the memorial. 

Carpenters have been busy for days 
building seats to accommodate the 
crowds which will attend and con- 
structing a stand for the speakers of 
this extraordinary occasion. Ample 
transportation facilities have been ar- 
ranged for taking the visitors to and 
from Stone Mountain. 


VETERANS 


TO ATTEND. 

Besides the thousands of people who 
will attend the exercises from Atlanta, 
Decatur, Stone Mountain, Lithonia and 
the surrounding territory, there will 
be many prominent visitors present 
from various sections of the south, 
among whom will be some 2,500 con- 
federate veterans who have stopped 
over from the reunion at Birmingham. 

The memorial which is to be dedi- 
cated today is to be carved into the 
side of the mountain under the super- 
vision of Gutzon Borglum, the great 
American sculptor, and will consist of 
@ group of equestrian figures, includ- 
ing Generals Lee, Jackson, Forrest and 
other great confederate soldiers, fol- 
lowed by cavalry, artillery and infan- 
try. The figures will be 30 feet high. 

The principal orators of today are 
to be Judge Emory Speer, who enlisted 
in the confederate army when he was 
yet in knee trousers, and JohnsTemple 
Graves, formerly of Atlanta, now of 
Washington, D. C. 

Judge Speer will be introduced by 
General A. J. West, of Atlanta, a di- 
rector of the Stone Mountain Monu- 
mental association, under whose aus- 
pices the memorial plan is being con- 
ducted. 

Colonel Graves will be introduced by 
Forrest Adair, of Atlanta, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements for the 
day’s exercises, and master of. cere- 
monies. 

Mr. Adair will also introduce Gutzon 
Borglum, the sculptor. 

Brilliant addresses will be delivered 
by all three of these speakers. 


DELIVER 
DEED. 


Samuel H. Venable, of Atlanta, rep- 
resenting himself and other owners of 
Stone mountain, will formally deliver 
today to Mrs. Helen Plane, of Atlanta, 
president of the Unfted Daughters of 
the Confederacy, a deed which will con- 
vey to the Daughters the title to that 
portion of Stone mountain ond the land 
at the foot of it, which is to be used 
for the memorial purposes. 

The cornerpost of the memoria)! will 
be laid with full Masonic ceremonies, 
over which Ballard, of Bruns- 
wick, grand master of the grand lodge 
of Georgia, will preside. In laying this 
cornerpost Grand Master Ballard will 
use a silver trowel, the blade of which 
was designed by Gutzon Borglum and 
wrought by Silvers & Wood, silver- 
smi , and the handle of which was 
turned and polished from mahogany by 
students of Georgia Tech. After this 
trowel is used in the ceremony, Grand 
Master Ballard will present it to Mr. 
Borglum, and he, in turn, will present 
it to Mrs. Plane, who will place it in 
the archives of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy.

|Procured ‘War Baby’ 


And Offered As Heir 
Fate Husband 


Canadian Girl Swears Her 
Infant Was TakerPby Mrs. 
Matters, of Chicago, and 
Used in Effort to Get Hus- 
band’s Estate. 


Chicago, May 19.—Jessie Bryan, a 
Canadian girl whose real name is said 
to be Margaret Rvan, testified today 
at the trial of Mrs. Dollie Ledgerwood 
Matters that the baby Mrs. Matters of- 
fered in probate court as one of the 
heirs of her late husband, Fred Mat- 
ters, Illinois banker and moving pic- 
ture theater owner, is in reality a “war 
baby” born to her in an Ottawa hos- 
pital July 24, 1915. Mrs. Matters is 
charged with conspiring to foist upon 
the court a child not her own in order 
to gain a larger share of her late hus- 
band’s estate. oe 

The witness said she went to work 
in a Canadian factory when she was 12 
years old. For three years she “kept 


company” in innocent fashion with a 
young shoemaker. They were to wed. 
Then came the war and her sweetheart 
donned a uniform and shouldered a 
rifle. 

Not a juror took his eyes from the 
girl as she told her story. It was not 
until she was asked “Do you want your 
baby now?” that she broke down and 
cried unrestrainedly. The judge would 
not permit her to answer the question. 


Came Seeking a Baby. 

“It was in May, 1915, that my mother 
took me to the hospital,” said the wit- 
ness. “I was sent to the public ward.” 

It was to this hospital that Mrs. 
Matters, according to testimony, came 
seeking an infant that she might pass 
off on the probate court as the posthu- 
mous child of her late husband. 

“Did Mra. Matters ever speak to 
you?” the girl was asked. 

“She used to stare at me, and the 
first time she spoke she said, ‘Jessie, 
you are a nice girl, and it is too bad.’ 
After that Mrs. Matters used to come 
up on the fire escape and look at me 
in bed,” 

The infant, a girl, was born soon aft- 
er, but the unwed mother was told 
that it was born dead. The girl contin- 
ued: 

“Il was taken into a private room. 
There was another woman there—mar- 
ried—and she asked me a lot of ques- 
tions. I said I didn’t want to stay 
there, I wanted to go back to the poor 
ward, but the nurse said no.” | 

“What happened August 13” 

Didan’t Kuaow Own Baby. 

“There were several babies to be 
christened. One was brought to me 
and it was the ost beautiful baby, 
dressed in beautiful clothes, and I ask- 
ed whose it was. The nurse said: ‘Isn't 
it pretty? It’s the millionaire lady's.” 

Four nfénths passed before Jessie 
learned that the baby she had admired 
so much was alleged to be her own. 

“A chum,” went on the witness, “read 
of the Matters case. She told me about 
it and I went to the hospital. Ail the 
nuns were gone. I begged for the truth 
but no one could tell me.” 

On cross-examination Joseph R. Bur- 
res, for Mrs. Matters, asked: 

“Did you tell Sister Celestine, the 
mother superior, that you wanted to 
abandon the baby?’ 

“I never did! I wanted my baby!” 

“You want it now don’t you?” put in 
Attorney Ramsey, of the prosecution, 
but Mr. Burres objected and a burst of 
sobs was the only reply. 


“Afttinity” Charged 
In a Petition Filed 
By Wife for Divorce 


The story of a wife who, on her 
knees, pleaded with her husband not 
to desert her for an affinity, was re- 
lated yesterday in the divorce petition 
filed by Mrs. Ernest M. Giles, wife of a 
druggist. 

Mrs. Giles says that she and her hus- 
band have been separated since May 
10, and that their domestic happiness 
was broken up by “another woman.” 
She says that when she heard of her 
husband's attentions to the alleged 
“third-angle,” she questioned him 
about it, with the result that he had 
the effrontery to point out the reputed 
“affinity” when they passed her on 
the street.

Nearly suffocated from the. smoke 
and fumes caused by a smoldering fire, 
Miss Clarisse Czintz, 125 Drewery 
street, was rescued by her brother, Ed- 
win B. Czintz, an athlete of Georgia 
Tech, about midnight Friday.

FREE SOHOOL LOT 
FAVORED BY BOARD 


Commission Votes to Ac- 
cept Proposition Made to 
the City by the Exposition 
Catton Mills. 


The board of education at a special 
meeting Friday at noon agreed to ac- 
cept the proposition of the Exposition 
Cotton mills of a free lot on Marietta 
street for the purpose of erecting a new 
school for the fifth ward. The vote on 
the question was unanimous. 

They also agreed to ask the mem- 
bers of council to rescind their action 
in setting aside $7,500 for the purchase 
of a lot on Howell Mill road for a 
school in the fifth ward. 

Allen F. Johnson, president of the 
Exposition mills, was present at the 
meeting in his official capacity and 
outlined the proposition the company 


‘has to offer the city. 


Proposition of Mills. 
directors have authorized me,” 
he said, “to appear before you and 
gutline our proposition. We feel that 
whatever we do the city should be will- 
ing to spend $2 to our $1, as the mill 
puts up a piece of property valued on 
our books at about $18,000. 

‘My offer, as authorized by my board 
of directors, is very simple. We will 
sell the city this lot, fronting about 
350 feet on Marietta street, about 250 
feet on Ashby street and adjoining out 
property on one side and the car barns 
of the Marietta Northern Railway 
company on ghe other, for the sum of 
$7,500. 

“When we receive this check it will 
be indorsed over to the board of educa- 
tion for use in the erection of a school 
having certain requirements as outlined 
in a letter sent to me by R. J. Guinn, 
president of the school board. 

“We ask that the city then put up 
an additional sum of $15,000 for the 
building to be erected. This will make 
a total outlay on the part of the city 
of $22,500. Thig does not mean an 
outlay of two for one, but really about 
one and one-half for one. 

‘T understand that the city has $15,- 
000 in the sheet now for a school in 
this section. We are asking that they 
add to this the sum of $7,500.” 

A Community Center. 


school should be made a com- 
munity center. I am _ interested in 
mills in other cities having schools like 
the one we propose and they have 
proven valuable and have done won- 
derful work. 

“The school community 
needed in a mill section. What we 
need and are entitled to if the city 
accepts the gift of this property is fully 
outlined in the letter of Major Guinn. 

“This includes a dormitory in con- 
nection with the school for the housing 
of the teachers, who would take care 
of the property; a library to be open to 
all the citizens of the community at 
all times; a large auditorium to be in- 
corporated in the building for the use 
of the school and the people of the 
community as a place of meeting: de- 
partments for teaching domestic 
science, and a dining room and kitchen 
with all equipment. The schoo! should 
be a@ grammar school entirely and 
should have about six grades: : 

“Of course, it is understood that in 
the present conditiom of the city 
finances all these things may not be 
obtained this year Perhaps my di- 
rectors may be willing to allow only 
a portion of the features outlined to be 
included in the building and let the re- 
mainder be added next year. I have no 
instrfictions on that point.” 


No Strings to Gift. 


Johnson reiterated. however, 
remarks, that the prop- 
erty would be deeded to the city in 
fee simple without any strings if the 
board of directors of the mill could be 
assured that the board of education 
and the city council would meet the 
requirements set forth. 

ouncilman W. H. Johnson, who was 
instrumental in obtaining the property 
on the Howell Mill road, was present 
at the meeting and spoke on the propo- 
sition. 

“I simply want to call the attention 
of this board to the fact that Mr. Allen 
Johnson has outlined to you his re- 
quirements for the transfer of his lot 
almost exactly as I outlined them to 
the school committee of council at the 
meeting Wednesday. I want to call 
the attention of the board to the fact 
that my statements to the committee, 
at which Mr. Guinn and Mr. Green were 
present, were correct. 

“What I want for that section is a 
school. It does not make much differ- 
ence to me just where it is located, 
but I do not think that it should be 
located so as to foster sectional feel- 
ing against the mill operatives. If 
the proposition of the Exposition Mills 
can be met by the city I am perfectly 
willing to step aside and let council 
accept their terms. What I want, 
primarily, is a school for the fifth ward 
and the better it is the more pleased I 
will be.” 

Outline Plans for School. 


President R. J. Guinn and Dan Green, 
of the board of education, outlined their 
ideas of the kind of school necessary 
for that section. 

Mr. Guinn urged that what was need- 
ed was a community center and that 
the plan under consideration, if adopted, 
would prove of more general] benefit 
to the people than any other plan that 
could be adopted by council. 

“Wecan get a library,” he said. “Of 

that IT am assured. We can also get 
other features that this section needs. 
The plan is to have the library and the 
school open to the use of the people 
at all times and this would involve 
the residence of some of the teachers 
in the building. That is the reason for 
the proposed dormitory for the teach- 
ers.” 
The board asked Mr. Johnson to place 
his proposition in writing so that it 
sould be submitted to council in defi- 
nite shape at the next meeting. He 
said he would be glad to comply with 
the request.

SIAYER OF WOMAN | 


ON GHURGH'S ROLLS 


Southern Presbyterians Are 
Stirred by Case of Menden- 
hall; Serving Life Term for 
Murder of Girl. _ 


Orlando, Fla., May 19.—A stir was 
caused in the Southern Presbyterian 
general assembly today when F. G. 
Ruff charged that a Presbyterian 
church at Clearwater, Fla., retained on 
its rolls the name of J. J. Mendenhall, 
recently convicted of the murder of 
a young woman, and who also was in- 
dicted on a eharge of killing the girl’s 
mother. He is serving a life sentence, 
and the case attracted much attention 
in the southeast because of the wide 
acquaintance of all concerned. The 
complaint came in an irregular man- 
ner, as the usual proceedure would 
have been to bring it first to the Pres- 
bytery of St. John. It was referred to 
the committee of judiciary. The report 
is awaited with keen interest by com- 
missioners. 

Right of a Church to Withdraw. 

A Presbyterian church may with- 
draw from jurisdiction of either the 
northern or southern governing bodies 
only after the proposed step has been 
approved by its “supreme judicatories,” 
and the “proper ecclesiastical and legal 
steps are taken’’ if the report of the 
committee on comity between the two 
churches submitted today to the gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States is adopted. 
The report ‘was prepared after com- 
missions of the southern and northern 
churches had conferred fully and de- 
cided upon this feature. 

The features upon which the com- 
missions were agreed and which formed 
m part of the report submitted today 
follow: 

“The covenants and agreements be- 
tween the two churches should be Kept 
without modification or annullment, 
excepting through the contracting gen- 
eral assemblies. 

“The right is recognized of a par- 
ticular church to withdraw from its 
own body to that of the other where 
it is done at its own motion or at the 
permission of its supreme judicatories 
and the proper ecclesiastical and legal 
steps are taken.” 

Distribution of Charch Funds. 

The southern church will not have a 
joint educational secretary as pro- 
posed at the last assembly, whose duty 
it would be to foster a comprehensive 
plan to further educational work in the 
church. An ad interim committee to 
which the matter was referred last 
year reported against the suggestion 
and the report was adopted. 

The report of the permanent commit- 
tee on systematic beneficence submit- 
ted today gave some interesting ftigures 
as to how the committee has worked 
out a plan for. distributing church 
funds during the coming year. No 
final action was taken as the matter 
was referred to the standing committee 
handling this subject. The permanent 


{committee reported that’. percentages 


ane apportionments showuld be as fol- 
ows: 

Foreign missions 55% per cent; as- 
sembly’s homé missions, 27 per cent; 
Christian education and ministerial re- 
lief, 1242 per cent; publication and 
Sunday school extension, ¢ per. cent, 
and Bible cause, 1 per cent. 

The committee also recommended 
that the following amounts be set as 
the minimum to be spent in the 
branches named: Foreign missions, 
$666,000; home missions, $324,000; 
Christian education and ministerial re- 
lief, $150,000; publication and Sunday 
school extension, $48,000; Bible cause, 
$12,000, makin a total of $1,200,000. 
This report will come before this as- 
sembly for final action. 

In all forty-six overtures were pre- 
sented to the assembly today. 


Status of Oglethorpe. 


The relationship of Oglethorpe uni- 
versity to the church will be threshed 
out by a committee appointed today. 
This was agreed upon at a conference 
between representatives of the execu- 
tive committee of Christian education, 
Oglethorpe university directors and 
educational institutions of the church. 

he Rev. James I. Vance, chairman 
of the board of directors of Oglethorpe, 
and the Rev. Dunbar H. Ogden, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
university, had been granted the floor 
to explain their side of the matter. Dr. 
Vance, however, stated that he would 
not say more than to tell of the con- 
ference and to ask Dr. W. McF. Alex- 
ander tO read a paper which was in 
the nature of a report from that con- 
ference. 

The report proposed the ad interim 
committee of five, composed of Dr. C. 
W. Grafton, the new moderator; Dr. 
Walter L. Lingle, Dr. Robert F. Camp- 
bell and Elders Helm Bruce and John 
S. Munce. 


Report en Woman’s Work, 


Special interest attached to the re- 
port of the ad interim committee on 


woman's work, final action on which 
was deferred until Saturday morning. 
The majority report submitted by the 
Rev. J. F. Cannon, recommended that 
leadership and rule in the church be- 
longs to man as directed by the Scrip- 
ture teaching and, therefore, recom- 
mended that the church must do noth- 
ing to overthrow the teaching of man’s 
leadership, but that in their home 
churches or in home or foreign mission 
fields women may be used as deacon- 
esses. 

The minority report agreed with that 
of the majority except in the recom- 
mendation of the appointment of wom- 
en as deaconesses. The Rev. James I. 
Vance presented a_ substitute report 
which recommended that women may 
teach and expound Scripture in the 
churches without violating teaching of 
the Scripture. 

Among other things, Dr. Vance 
argued that if women can be trusted 
to do the work of the church, they can 
be trusted to tell about it. He claimed 
further that with regard to this ques- 
tion of woman’s work in the church 
either the deliverances or the practices 
of the church are wrong and one or 
the other should be changed. 

Tonight the first of a series of popu-

Former Georgia 


Has Earned

Wove a More Remarkable 
Story Than the Truth of 
Edward Galt’s Rise to For- 


tune.

Starting without a penny and earn- 
ing a million dollars at the age of 26 
years igs the iremarkable record of Ed- 
ward Galt, native Georgian, now of 
Ardmore, Indian Territory, who regis- 
tered at the Ansley hotel yesterday. No 
scenario writer for the “movies” ever 
wove a weirder yarn than the truth of 
how young Galt in five years has risen 
to be one of the largest oil field own- 
ers in the state of Oklahoma. 

To begin at the beginning, although 
his parents, Judge and Mrs. John L. 
Galt, moved from their old home place 
near Spring Place, in Murray county, 
Georgia, to Ardmore’ in the late 
eighties, “Ed” Galt, as the boys at the 
University of Georgia knew him, was 
born in Murray county in 1890, when 
his parents were visiting their former 
home. After studying at the University 
of Georgia and the University of Okla- 
homa, at the age of 21 he entered the 
insurance and real estate business in 
Ardmore. 

Kindness Rewarded. 

In Ardmore young Galt’s best friend 
was Roy M. Johnson, also a youngster, 
Struggling to squeeze bread and meat 
out of a small newspaper. Maybe it 
was a neéewspaperman’s penchant for 
taking in a queer character, or maybe 
it was just luck. Anyway, one day 
along came an old soldier, a fellow who 
had seen the ups and downs of life, 
and had now reached the fag-end of 
the candle. A gentleman and a schol- 
ar, if you please, but without worldly 
goods, and possessed withal of an ap- 
petite and a thirst. Young Johnson felt 
sorry for the old chap and took care of 
him. For six years Johnson kept the 
old fellow about his place and supplied 
him with the small change that he 
needed, and every time the old man 
made a “touch” he would wink his eye 
and whisper to Johnson: 

“Some day I'll make you rich, son— 
rich!” 

Johnson smiled, and reached in his 
pocket. The old man would disappear 
and be gone on a vagabondage for days 
at the time. This kept up for six years. 
One day the old man came into the lit- 
tle newspaper office. Johnson reached 
in his pocket, and the old man whis- 
pered: 

“LT told you I'd make you rich some 
day. That ‘some day’ has come, Roy.

Prisoners, Material and Pro- 
visions Are’ Taken — Vio- 
lent Artillery Struggle on 
the Western Front. 


London, May 19.—Under the heary 
pounding of the Austrian artillery, 
Italian forces have been compelled to 
withdraw from portions of their lines 
in the region of Trent, which had been 
bombarded for three days. An of- 
ficial communication from Rome admits 
the evacuation of the Zegnatorta posi- 
tion, in the Lagarinja valley, and the 
upper Astico from Monte Maggio 
Sagliodaspio. 

The Italians, however, have occu- 
pied further Austrian positions in the 
Adamello zone, capturing prisoners. 
material and provisions. 

During the day the Germans made 
no infantry attacks from their newly 
won positions on the left bank of the 
Meuse in the Verdun region, according 
to Paris. The artillery struggle, how- 
ever, continues most violent on the 
front of the Avocourt wood, Hill 304 
and LeMort Homme. Aeroplane bom- 
bing expeditions continue on both sides. 

The Russian advance in the Caucasus 
theater is meeting with more active 
opposition from the Turks. Constanti- 
nople claims that attacks by the Rus- 
sians in the regions of Bitlis and Bai- 
burt were repulsed. Petrograd reports 
only “insignificant encounters” along 
this entire front. 


MORE GAINS 
BY AUSTRIANS. 


Berlin, May 19.—(By Wireless to Say - 
ville.)—Austrian troops are continuing 
to advance at points on the Italian 
front, the official statement of May 18 
says, although the Italians are under- 
taking vigorous counter strokes. The 
Austrians crossed the Luan valley and 
captured Costabella. 

The official Austrian report follows: 

“Italian front: Im the coastal region 
and on the Corinthian sector artillery 
operations were impeded by fog. South- 
east of Monfalcone the Italians at- 
tempted to recapture positions near 
Bagni, which they lost recently, but 
they were repulsed. 

“In the Col di Lana district repeat- 
ed hostile attacks were made without 
success. In the southern Tyrol Austro- 
Hungarian troops attacked and cap- 
tured the frontier ridge of Maggio, be- 
tween the Astico and Leno valley, 
crossed the Luan valley, southeast of 
Piazza and took Costabella. They re- 
pulsed several hostile attacks south of 
Moscherer, on the Segatorta. 

“We captured yesterday more than 
$00 Italians, among whom were 12 
officers, and took 18 cannon and ma- 
chine guns. 

“The official Italian reports of Ma\ 
16 and 17 state that the Austro-Hun- 
garian losses in these engagements 
were enormous. These reports were 
invented in order to diminish the im- 
pression made by the Italian retreat. 
The losses of the enemy can be esti- 
mated only by those who hold the bat- 
tlefield. The Italians are not in that 
position. The Austro-Hungarians, 
while appreciating at its full value the 
sacrifice of every brave soldier, are 
able to declare that the Austro-Hun- 
garian losses have been exceedingly 
small, thanks to the ability of the in- 
fantry, the powerful protection given 
by the artillery and the experience in 
war of the commanders.” 


ITALIANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Rome, May 19.—(Via London.)—The 
Itallan official communication issued 
here today admits the evacuation by 
the Italians of Zegnatorta (in the 
Lagarina valley south of Trent), and 
also of the line from Monte Maggio to 
Sagliodaspio, between the Tarragnolo 
valley and the upper Astico (southeast 
of Trent), after several days of vio- 
lent artillery bombardments.

“The general officer commanding in 
chief in Egypt reports that our ships, 
aeroplanes and seaplanes successfully 
bombarded El Arish, an important post 
on the enemy line of communications 
from Syria to Egypt, on the morning 
of May 18. The ships bombarded the 
fort southwest of the town and are be- 
lieved to have reduced it to ruins. 

“The aerial attack was divided into 
two phases. The seaplanes opened the 
bombardment, being followed later by 
The latter were given 
orders to engage any hostile machines 
and to devote special attention to the 
enemy troops and camp. A column of 
troops about 1,000 strong was seen 
south of the town on the march and 
three bombs exploded among them. All 
the camps were effectively bombarded. 

“All the ships and machines returned 
safely.

237,221, almost $21,000,000 less than the 
executive estimates.

By School Children’s Pageant 


Seven hundred children of the Lee 


street school, under the direction of 


Miss Mary W. Postell, principal of the 
Atlanta Normal school, presented to an 
audience of more than 2,000 spectators 
the entire history of the state of Geor- 
gia Friday night in a pageant, tlhe 
like of which has never before been 
attempted in the south. | 

In pantomime, in song, and in story, 
the history of the people of the Em- 
pire State was unfolded from the time 
of the Indian occupancy until the pres- 
ent day. 

The first scene of the pageant depict- 
ed the state before the coming of the 
white man. In costumes of the Indians 
of that period the children showed the 
methods of living, the conditions of the 
country and general surroundings of 
an Indian village. In this scene a 
chorus, composed entirely of the chil- 
dren, sang the famous “Land of the 
Sky Blue Water.” 

Settlement of Georgia. 

Then came the settlement of Georgia 
by the white men, with the coming 
of Desoto. Donald Burt, one of the 
students, took the part of Desoto. Cos- 
tumes of that period were worn by the 
players.

the revolution was enacted. Dressed in 
the colonial costumes, a large number 
of girls and boys were presented. 
Washington's visit to the state was 
shown, and an old-fashioned minuet, 
participated in by about 75 costumed 
children, was held in his honor. The 
children wore the silks and satins, the 
silver buckled shoes and the lace-ruf- 
fled shirts of that artistic time. 

Immediately after this beautiful 
scene came the “Removal of the In- 
dians.” Here was shown the begin- 
ning of the disappearance of that his- 
toric race. It was followed by a scene 
showing Georgia in the days before the 
war, in which a cotton gin was shown. 
Negroes were grouped about, and the 
old southern negro melodies added to 
the charm of the picture. 

The tableaux presenting the “Days 
of the Confederacy” followed, in which 
the confederate costume of gray was 
much in use. One unsually good fea- 
ture was shown at this time. It was 
a tableaux representing “Uncle Remus 
and the Little Boy,’ so well known 
throughout the entire south. Robert 
Collings took the _- of Uncle Remus, 
and Claude Lyle that of the boy. The 
setting was most effective. 


Georgia’s Opportunities. 


“Georgia’s Past Achievements and 
Present Opportunities,” a tableaux 
which immediately followed, gave op- 
portunity for the display of more ar 
tistic costumes worn by the children 
of the school. Dressed in colors ap- 
propriate to the representation of the 
different flowers, minerals and prod- 
ucts to be found in the state, the chil- 
— made an unusually attractive pic- 
ure.

long gone, but a vein of humor was in- |

FRAT AND NON-FRAT MEN 
IN CONFLICT AT MERCER 


Method of Electing Officers of 
the College Y. M. C. A. 
Causes Trouble. 


Macon, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—A 
merry war is being waged between two 
factions of Mercer university students 
—the Greek letter men and the non- 
fraternity men—over the method of the 
election of officers of the college Y. 
M. C. A., which is the most active of 
the many college organizations. 

This morning the student body held 
a stormy session, lasting two hours, 
without solving the problem. 

In years gone by the non-fraternity 
men have controlled the Y. M. C. A., 
through the fact that they are in the 
majority among the student body. The 
fraternity men comprained to the fac- 
ulty of this condition and the faculty 
decided to do the selecting of officers 
in the future, and, in accordance with 
that plan, selected Walter Bims, of 
Atlanta, as president. The non-frater- 
nity men refused to recognize Bims. 
The faculty then named A. W. Mathis, 
of Hahira, a non-fraternity man, to 
the presidency, thinking this would sat- 
isfy the non-frats. It failed to do so. 
however, the position being taken by 
them that the student body as a whole 
should be permitted to elect their own 
officers. 

A committee was named to confer 
with the faculty to see if an adjust- 
ment could not be reached, and it was 
the reports of this committee—a ma- 
jority and a minority report—that 
started the discussion this morning at 
chapel meeting. Two of the three 
members of the committee reported in 
favor of the faculty naming the offi- 
cers, while the third member opposed 
the plan and asked the student body 
for further instructions. 

No decision was reached this morn- 
ing and the matter will probably come 
up again at a later date. 

By some it is said the controversy is 
being used to keen the agitation for the 
abolishment of Greek letter 
from Mercer alive until the meeting of 
the trustees of the university during 
the coming commencement, when the 
board has agreed to consider the matter 
of doing away with the fraternities.

SAY SHERIFF OFFERED 
TO KEEP BOOZE IN HOME 


Sensational Charges Are Made 
Against Sheriff Ricketson 
in Federal Court. 


Maton, Ga., May 19.—(Special.) Wiley 
Williams and George Davis, the own- 
ers of the $39,000 worth of whisky 
seized by Sheriff Ricketson, of Coffee 
county, and which is now in litigation 


morning filed a bill in that court which 
makes sensational charges against the 
Coffee county sheriff. 

They charge that the sheriff wanted 
to enter into an agreement with them 
to take the liquor to his farm and that 
he allowed the theft of twenty barrels 
of the whisky when it later came 
under his control. They state that 
Sheriff Ricketson came to them in 
Fitzgerald after two cars of whisky 
had been assigned to the Ocilla, Pine 
Bloom and Valdosta railroad, suggest- 
ing that they ship the whisky to Brox- 
ton and permit him to take the con- 
tents of the cars to his farm near 
Broxton, and that the sheriff promised 
to protect the whisky, agreeing if it 
became necessary, to use his mules and 
wagons in hauling the whisky to the 
farm. . 

Williams and Davis contend that they 
refused to agree to this, as, it was 
their intentions to get the whisky out- 
side the state as soon as possible. 

The Owners deny they have received 
any of the whisky since it was con- 
signet to the railroad, but charge that 
while the whisky was in the custody 
of the two sheriffs that “someone act- 
ing in conjunction with them (the 
sheriffs) or under their direction, or 
at least by their permission, stole some 
twenty or twenty-five barrels of the 
same.” 

The railroad also filed a counter bill 
this morning to the one brought some 
time ago by the prohibition interests, 
charging that the railroad was in con- 
spiracy with the owners of the whisky 
to defeat the aims of the new prohi- 
bition laws. The railroad sets up that 
it is not in conspiracy with anyone and 
they charge that the missing whisky 
was taken while the two cars were in 
the custody of the sheriffs of Irwin 
and Coffee counties. 

Judge Speer today issued an order 
modifying his original order. The origi- 
nal order restrained the railroad com- 
pany from moving the whisky from 
Leliatown, but the railroad company 
contended that it was unsafe to leave 
the whisky there, and the court con- 
sented to it being moved to Mobdley’s 
Crossing.

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JUST ONE INSTANCE. 

As predicted by The Constitution, the 
board of education yesterday pulled out of 
the rat hole the $7,500 which council was 
about to squander when it authorized an ap- 
propriation of that amount for a lot in the 
Exposition Cotton Mill district, after the 
mill company had already offered the city, 
free, a lot twice the size, valued at twice as 
much, and in every way better suited for 
school purposes than the lot which council 
was trying to ram down the throat of the 
board of education. 

After a full hearing of the matter yester- 
day the board of education not only unani- 
mously recommended the free lot, but—lo 
and behold! Even those who had been 
clamoring for an expenditure of $7,500 by 
the city joined the united chorus for it. 

And, as The. Constitution said before— 
so it goes! 

As hard pushed as the city of Atlanta has 
been to get the money to meet its emergent 
current obligation, here is an instance 
where $7,500 was actually not only voted 
away, but thrown away, by council in but- 
ting into the business of the board of educa- 
tion, with which it should have  notfing 
whatsoever to do. 

Fortunately, the board intervened in time 
to save the city this reckless waste of 


money. 

All of which goes to show that the sooner 
the full administration of all funds for 
public school purposes—whether for the pur- 
chase of lots, construction of buildings, or 
otherwise—is left absolutely in the hands of 
the board of education, the better it will bg 
for the schools and the city. 

Will the city profit by the lesson? 

Not on your life! 

At least not until the taxpayers of the 
city wake up to the fact that this is simply 
a specimen of the way Atlanta is throwing 
away the money of the- taxpayers. After 
awhile it will come—and come with a rush, 
and then everybody will wonder why- the 


city slept so long and so soundly!

SAFETY CAMPAIGN WORK. 
In a review of “safety first” campaign 
work for several years The Indianapolis 
Star says there have been greater results 
thdn the public generally realizes. 
- But there is still a startling casualty 
record in some of the larger citjes, notably 
New York. Here are the figures: . 


Stxty-one persons were hurt in the 
streets of New York each day, on an 
average, during 1916. Six hundred and 
fifty-nine of the injured died—at least 
two for every working day of the year. 

Of the 659 killed, 290 were children 
under 16 years of age; 157 of these chil- 
dren were run over by automobiles— 
passenger cars, delivery wagons or motor 
trucks. 

Every fifty-five hours of motor traffic 
in the city, counting day and night, costs 
the life of at least one child. 


The Evening World asks if something 
cannot be done to check the slaughter, and 
it is certainly time for the authorities and 
the safety campaign people to get busy. 

‘But the safety campaign has had good 
results in many lines of activity, especially 
with respect to those employed in the rail- 
way service, the records of the interstate 
commerce commission being quoted as 
follows: 


Last year, with approximately 300,000 
men employed, 884 were killed, compared 
with 1,459 killed in 1890, when the num- 
ber of trainmen in service was 153,000, 
or approximately one-half the force of 
last year. . 


That is a good showing on the safety 
side for a service where the risk of life and 
limb far exceeds that in other lines of busi- 
ness. The street accident records, of the 
greater cities are largely due to carelessness 
in the reckless rush of things. That “every 
fifty-five hours of motor traffic in New York 


city costs the life of at least one child” is 
evidence that \humane and safety societies 
should redouble their efforts in the interest 


of humanity. 


AS 7O CATTLE RATES. 

The railroads make answer today to a 
recent editorial of The Constitution protest- 
ing against the proposed increase in rates 
on live stock and meats. 

The Constitution based its editorial deal- 
ing with the menace to the Georgia live 
stock industry upon a statement from W. 


H. White, Jr., pioneer packing house man ; 


of Georgia. It is evident from the reply of 
the railroads that Mr. White knew what he 
was talking about, both as to the proposed 
Georgia rates and the comparison he made 
of rates in Illinois. 

Similar information has been published 
from time to time by the Atlanta Freight 
bureau. We take it,that both Mr. White and 
the freight bureau have carefully considered 
and inyestigated the rate problems con- 
fronting the particular industries with 
which they deal, and were fully aware of the 
substantial foundations underlying their 
statements. The railroads themselves do 
not question statements as to the new rates 
made by them, but rather seek to justify 
their position in demanding them. 

It will be interesting, therefore, to see 
what. Mr. White *and the Atlanta Freight 
bureaw have t6 sa¥ in reply to the statement 
of the railroads, which in effect contradicts 


the freight figures submitted by Mr. White. 


and the bureau. 

Mr. White and the Atlanta Freight 
bureau have at least made an unanswerable 
argument to the effect that at least in some 
sections of the country cattle rates are less 
than those proposed for Georgia. This is 
admitted. 

There is an issue as to the proposed 
Georgia rates and the existing rates in other 
southern states, and the railroads having 
presented their side as to the comparison, 


“we take it for granted that those who oppose 


the proposed increase are now prepared to 
make good their charge that the increase 
the Georgia commission is asked to author- 
ize will be discriminating as compared with 
the rates in other southern states. This 
proven, the Georgia railroad commission 
certainly could not for a moment contem- 
plate increasing the cattle rates in this state. 

- The answer, therefore, to the railroads 
will be read with unusual interest. 


THE FARM LABOR DEMAND. 

In a review of business conditions in the 
United States The Boston Globe says that 
“general expansion of business has grad- 
ually called out every capable worker in the 
principal industrial centers,” the report of 
the employment bureaus being that “there 


. : ? 
are more jobs than men in many lines: 

Upon the farms this condition is seri- 
ous. The demand in the town factories 
has drawn men from the country and the 
farmers find it a problem to obtain the 
sort of help to which they have been 
accustomed, even though they are willing 
to pay more than they have: ever paid 


before. 

In widely separated sections of country 
this scarcity of farm labor is noted; oppor- 
tunities and inducements to get back to the 
soil are the same everywhere. 
Waco (Texas) Times-Herald thinks it is 
“tragic to note how people in congested 
centers are trying to get away from the 
primal truth that ‘civilization begins and 
ends with the plow. The Times-Herald 
says: 


All of our railings at conditions won't 
get rid of the primal truth that “civiliza- 
tion begins and ends with the plow.’

(From The Honolulu Star.) 

Another choice lot of Japanese “picture 
brides” are being distributed today at the 
United States immigration station. The T. 
K. K. Liner Shinyo Maru brought 44 of 
them in from the Orient recently and 
they are being handed out to their respec- 
tive or prospective husbands after proper 
identification of the men cancerned in each 
matrimonial venture.

Admittedly the proposed revision is im- 
portant and far-reaching, and vitally affects 
the greatest industry in the state—the rail- 
roads. We freely concede that it is also 
important to shippers, and that they are 
entitled to have their interests fully safe- 
guarded. 

The importance of the railroads to the 
state and the large Capital they have in- 
vested here should incline the public to give 
their proposition for revised rates fair con- 
sideration. 

The Statement is made in your editorial 
that if the railroads of Georgia should be 
permitted to charge any such rates as they 
have asked on animals, meats and other 
packing house products. these enterprises 
would vanish. We submit that this con- 
clusion is not supported by a single state- 
ment of fact in Mr. White's article. A mere 
comparison of rates in Illinois on live stock 
and meats with the rates in Georgia clearly 
does not prove that the proposed Georgia 
rates are unjust or unreasonable, or that 
their operation would destroy the live stock 
and packing house industry in this state. 
Nor does the single fact that the proposed 
Georgia rates represent advances give foun- 
dation for such a conclusion. 

The Real Question. . 

The real question involved is whether the 
proposed revision is just and reasonable 
from the standpoint of the railroads and the 
shippers, and such advances as are proposed 
should not be condemned simply because 
they are advances. ’ | 

The state has provided a railroad com- 
mission, having great Dowers, for the regu- 
lation of the railroads. May not the ship- 
pers feel assured that this body will prop- 
erly guard their interests? 

We have not undertaken to check the 
figures furnished by Mr. White, dealing with 
rates in Illinois, but we wish to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the interstate com- 
merce commission recently established a new 
scale of rates on live stock in Centra Freight 
association territory (centra] western states), 
This new scale, which became effective April 
15 last, represents advances in both rates 
and carload minima. It applies on inter- 
state traffic moving to and from points in 
Illinois, and the Illinois railroad commission 
now has under consideration its application 
on intrastate traffic in that state. 

We are not clear as to what Mr. White 
means by average distances, but in referring 
to the Georgia figures he names the figures, 
present and proposed, for distances 150 and 
over 160 miles. The new scale prescribed 
by the interstate commerce commission for 
this mileage group on cattle, carloads, is 
1342 cents, as compared with the rate of 1} 
cents referred to by Mr. White. Some 
further comparisons of the proposed Georgia 
rates on cattle, with the rates prescribed by 
the interstate commerce commission. for use 
in the central west may be interesting:

Attention is also called to the fact 
the scale fixed by the interstate commerce 
commission for application in the central 
west provides for rates on hogs, single deck, 
15 per cent higher, and on sheep and lambs, 
single deck, 25 per cent higher than the 
rates on cattle, whereas the proposed Geor- 
gia rates apply equally on hogs, sheep and 
lambs, as well as on cattle. So that a 
careful comparison of the proposed Georgia 
rates with the going rates in the central 
west will show that the two scales are not 
far apart. 

However, all authorities, including the 
interstate commerce commission, agree that 
the rates in the central western staes are 
the lowest in the United States, and that 
these rates may not be considered as a meas- 
ure of reasonable rates for the southern 
railroads to charge. This for the obvious 
fact that the railroads in the central west- 
ern states are strong financially, and the 
territory they serve has a far greater traffic 
density than that served by the southern 
railroads. 

May we not feel assured that Georgia 
liev stock raisers do not need preferential 
rates and that the live stock industry in this 
state can and will thrive on rates substan- 
tially the same as apply in other states? 
Assuming this to be true, let us compare the 
proposed live stock rates in Georgia with 
the present rates in other important cattle- 
raising southern states. oe 

It is well known that the raising and 
feeding of cattle for market in Virginia has 
developed in recent years. Baltimore is the 
big market for Virginia cattle. We com- 
pare the rates on which trainloads of cattle 
move freely from stations on the Southern 
railway in Virginia to Baltimore with the 
proposed Georgia rates:

The state prison commission yester- 
day transmitted to Governor Nat E. 
Harris its decision, declining to recom- 
mend a pardon for Edgar Stripling, 
serving a life sentence for murder at 
the state prison farm. 

The vote of the'commission upon the 
petition for clemency, which had been 
pending before tne cdmmission for 
some months, was one in favor of par- 
don and two against. 

Judge R. E. Davison, chairman of the 
commission, voted in favor of clemency. 
Judges T. KE. Patterson and E. L. Rai- 
ney voted against clemency. 

Governor to Consider Findings. 

Governor Harris took the findings of 
the commission under consideration 
and stated that he would take up as 
early as practicable the matter of de- 
ciding whether or not he will free Strip- 
ling. It is the purpose of the governor 
to look into the record of the case and 
find whether there have been develop- 
ments of which he was not aware at 
the time he made the promise to Strip- 

ng’s little daughter at the state pris- 

n farm last spring that he would par- 
don her father. 

Judge Davison, in recommending that 
the governor pardon Stripling, took the 
position which he held when, associated 
with the late General Clement A. Ev- 
ans and the late Wiley Williams on 
the commission, the board recommend- 
ed unanimously to former Governor 
Joseph M. Brown that Stripling be par- 
donedg which recommendation Governor 
Brown declined.

Davison’s Position. 

The reason referred to by Chairman 
Davison were forwarded to the governor 
with the majority report declining to 
recommend executive clemency.

Atlanta, Ga., April 12, 1911. 

“The records of the trial of Stripling, 
considered in the light now thrown on the 
whole matter of the killing of Cornett, 
show that, without fault of judge or jury, 
the trial was not wholly full and fair. The 
evidence was not a complcte and true ac- 
count of the homicide. and its causes, as 
now made fully known; it is very probahle 
that if Stripling had stoodg by his appeal 
to the supreme court, instead of breaking 
jail, escaping and hiding rrom the officers 
of the law, he would have been granted a 
second trial, and thus gained his justifica- 
tion through the courts. This view is sup- 
by the fact that the jury which 
found the verdict of guilty, with recom- 
mendation to mercy, now earnestly plead 
for executive clemency on thelr rational 
present belief that all the facts and eir- 
cumstances of the killing, us they are now 
exposed, in full detail. require them to 
change their verdict, and to urge that ex-

It was soon apparent that there was 
a good deal of cotton for sale, however, 
and following the western belt fore- 
cast for fair and warmer weather, the 
market eased off under increased of- 
ferings. ; 

Spurts of buying developed on a 
scale down, causing frequent slight 
rallies, but there seemed to be some 
long cotton coming out on all the 
bulges, while there was alos scattered 
selling on the idea that the sharp ad- 
vance of the previous day had weak- 
ened the technical position. Rumors 
of an easier spot basis in the south 
doubtless encouraged reactionary sen- 
timent and some scattered southern 
selling here was attributed to the in- 
fluence of improving crop conditions.

New Orleans, May 19.—Cotton was 
depressed on this market today by 
selling which apparently was chiefly 
for the account of longs who ‘wanted 
to even up and realize their profits 
over the week-end. Some short selling 
made its appearance, based on the 
theory that a reaction from the ad- 
vance was due, but no great pressure 
to sell developed from this quarter. 
At the lowest of the day prices were 
9 to 14 points under vesterday’s close. 
At one time the market stood at the 
level of yesterday’s close on the active 
months. Last prices were at a net loss 
of 8 to 14 points., 

First prices were at the decline and 
zvounéd the opening trading months 
lost 5 to 7 points. After a partial re- 
covery on claims that temperatures 
over the belt were too low, the mar- 
ket fell off again. Later there was a 
see-saw of prices, but at no time was 
a net advance established. The rise of 
6 points in spot quotations was a 
steadying influence in the afternoon, 
but did not give the market strength 
to recover.

Largest Since October. 


New York, May 19.—Today’'s broad 
and excited market was in its super- 
ficial aspects strongly reminiscent of 
the unrestrained sessions of the second 
and third quarters of last year, with 
the significance, however, that rails 
completely eclipsed “war brides” and 
other issues of unknown value. 

Reading was again the pivot around 
which the entire list revolved, some- 

y sdering fashion. Reading 
common touched a new high quotation 
on its forenoon rise of 6% points to 
106%, falling back to 102 at midday, 
recovering to 105%, again yielding to 
1015 and closing at 103. The second 
preferred, in which trading was negli-

There was again an utter absence of 
news or surface developments by which 
Reading’s movement could be traced 
to a reasonable elucidation.
